treaty of Versailles the world see 
the names of the representatives o 
nine powers making up an entent 
fixed to a document with protest 
against German conduct. The com 
munique insists that dragging of th 
controversy into the full session o 
the conference would bring about i 
situation which Europe wishes t 
avoid, namely, the lining up of new

SAVED FROM COLLAPSE 


SOVIET ENVOY 


IS RECOGNIZED 


Genoa, April 19.—The Genoa con 
ference apparently has been saved 
For the last two days it had been 
tottering on the edge of collapse 
due to indignation of some of the 
more important leaders over the ac 
tion of the Germans and Russians 
in 
secretly 
concluding a treatj 


covering the principal and most del 
icate points under consideration by 
the conferees. 
Now however, the delegates art 
to go forward with their work, but 
the Germans are barred from par- 
ticipating in all deliberations con- 
cerning the Russian question. This 
penalty was laid down in a note of 
censure sent to the Berlin delega- 
tion yesterday. 
Whether Germany will continue 


at the conference is problematical, 
but her delegates are 
engaged in 


drafting a reply to the note of cen- 
sure, and it is thought that, while 
protesting their debarment from the 
commisisons dealing with Russian 
affairs, they will be content to re- 
main.

Caruso's "Find" Is 


On the Way To 


Opera Stardom 


Camilla Harrison is the "find" of 
Enrico Caruso. 


Almost the last thing the artist 


did before his fata! illness seized him 
was to predict a future for Camilla 
and take her to Mme, Gaudenzi for 
her first lesson. 


Caruso, with his wife and daugh- 
ter, were staying at the same hotel 
in New York at which Camilla and 
her mother happened to stop. Caruso 
heard the girl singing. She bad not 
yet had any training. 
The great singer called the atten- 


tion of Mme. Caruso to the girl's 
voice, saying that she had a natural 
middle register, which is unusual. 
The middle register is a sort of 
bridge between the high voice and 
the low voice and usually must be 
developed. 


In the course of a few days Mme. 
Caruso and Camilla's mother met by 
chance. 
They talked of Camilla's 


voice. 
And the outcome' was that 


one Saturday, just before Christmas, 
of 1920,'Caruso took Camilla to Mme. 
Gaudenzi for her first lesson. He 
was taken ill a few days later. 
The noted singer pronounced -Ca- 


milla, who was then only 16, a per- 
fect typejr-fbr light opera and pre- 
dicted big things in that line for her. 


Since the death of her husband 


Mme. Caruso has kept in touch with 
Camilla and is urging the girl on to 
realization of the artist's forecast. 
Camilla has just refused an offer 


io understudy in light opera. She 
prefers to continue studying until 
she can begin in stellar roles.

Section 1. That it is necessary to 


improve Columbia Street between 
Seventh Street and Ninth Street and 
between Tenth Street and Eleventh 
Street, by curbing and paving the 
roadway thereof in accordance with 
the plans, specifications, estimates 
and profiles of the proposed improve- 
ment prepared by the Civil Engineer, 
now on file in the office of the Di- 
rector of Public Service, which are 
hereby approved which shall be open 
to the inspection of all persons in- 
terested. 
Section 2. The material used in 


the con&truction of said improvement 
shall be asphalt, brick, stone, cement 
or other material as shall hereafter 
be determined. 
Section 3. That the grade of said 
street shall be as follows 
Description of Grade of Columbia 
Street Between Seventh Street and 
Ninth Street. 
The grade of the south curb be- 
tween Seventh Street and the w,est 
line of Wilkin Street shall be de- 
scribed as follows: Commencing at 
the west line of Seventh Street at an
